Mrs Janet Mowbray and her fcnr 
soQslivodiD 1828 at Harwiek Hall in 
tho conn ty of Darbam, England. Mrs 
Mowbray was a tall, powerfal woman 
of groat energy and bravery, in her 
fifty-loartb yeiir. Hor hoiib wore aged 
respeoiivoly, thirty-four, twonty-aovon 
twentyfoar, and twenty one,. Htr 
husband had been dead many years. Her 
two eldeat sons wore married, and their 
wivoj and fiiraiiiaa lived with her. Tho 
youngest, CiijorgOj was wild and dissi- 
pated, and luui (^iven liia mulh'3r iiiuoli 
troablo. Ho was deeply in debt, <iiid 
hod been repeatedly threatened witj 
urrosti J^rs Mowbray was wealthy aod 
kept iu her bed-room, beside a qniintiiy 
ot vulualilo jjlate, a liin^o sum ol taoney, 

Ou Cbris'.mas Eve Mis, Mowbray's s:ia 
and daogbter-io-law paid a visit to ibe rosix 
dencB of a relative, Mr Obaker, of Ohttir- 
sbiui^h. The domi .stios, relieved from duty, 
were in their own i)urlion of the dwelliui,', 
enjo}iiig I'je luaiiviiius uf the season. The 
waiuhmaD, who waa ordinarily on ilutyin tho 
kitchen garden, took u hi H y aurvoy of his 
beat, aod joined Ihe revelers in the kitchen. 

Oa Chiistmas nigbi Ibey wore to have u 
gstberiog of friends and nelgbbois, aod Mrs. 
Mowbray befjuii to oonsidoi tbo arrangemen'.s 
neceteary. Sao would require the old puiioU- 
bowl, aud tbo labels nud yobletSj whioh bhe 
kept in Iho cluaut of her hod-room. Sho 
would go aod get thorn at once. Sho wetjt 
acoordingly, aod entering the closet, took 
out (be ailvar and laid it on a shelf, ready 
for removal cezt morniag.

On the Gfib day after the funeral, a po8t.< 
obaias drove np to tbe dooir of Harwiek Hall, 
and from it stepped forth George Mowbray, 
looking bettor than he bad looked for .^lany 
a loug day before ho lefi homo. Tho Bervaut 
who opened tho hall door, atarlod back and 
almost dropped with frlRht, Ilia eiclamatioua 
caught tho ears ol Mrs Mowbray and her Bons, 
who baatcned back into tho entrance ball, only 
in turn to be dunibfoundfd. Gaorgo was as 
mueh aatouuded ua any of them, and guzod 
Iroiii ono to thu othrn, perfectly lost in 
howildored surprise. Thora was no doubt 
about it. Ueorgu .Mowbray, whom every-body 
beliavod waa dead, and iu hia graTe, was 
living and before them.

"Ifother," said Goorg", advancing toward 
her, "what is the matter?

Meaaurea woro immediately taken to have 
the body of tbe man who bad bean baried as 
Gaorgo Mowbray disinterred.
